Hile Campbell is at home again 
after serving fourteen months with 
Hood’s immunes on garrison duty 
in Cuba. 
Hile is one of the Bryan 
boys who enlisted for the war with 
Spain, and was mustered out at 
Camp Meade in Pennsylvania a 
few days ago. 
He enlisted at Gal­ 
veston and embarked from New 
Orleans for Santiago. 
His was the 
first volenteer regiment to land at 
that point after the surrender and 
the last to leave the Island, being 
on garrison duty at as many as 
fifteen or twenty places in the pro­ 
vince of Santiago Cuba during the 
time. 
Hile was a corporal, but 
was in the detached service under 
General Leonard Wood most of the 
time, and engaged in furnishing 
the Cubans with supplies. 
His 
regiment sailed from Jibara on the 
north coast of Cuba for the United 
States. 
Alxmt twenty days ago, before 
leaving Jibara, Hile was wounded 
in a skirmish with guerrilas. 
He 
went out with a party to explore a 
cave near that point and was fired 
on unexpectly from a block house 
by the guerrilas who were driven 
from their position by the party of 
Americans. 
Hile received a flesh 
wound in the right side from a 
Mauser bullet. 
He has experienc­ 
ed hut slight inconvenience with 


j the wound 
which is still under 
treatment. 
Hile’s regiment was styled the 
boy regiment owing to the youth­ 
fulness of the men and officers, 
Col. Duncan Hood himself being 
called the “ boy colonel.” 
Col. 
Hood and his officers will probably 
raise a regiment for service in the 
Philippines, in which event Hile 
thinks he will probably enlist in 
the service of Uncle Sam again. 
The immune regiment did high­ 
ly effective service in cleaning up 
and straightening out the Santiago 
province which has been the most 
orderly and well managed since 
the surrender. 
Among other work 
done by the men of the regiment 
was the raising of a Spanish gun­ 
boat from the Mayari river. 
The 
boat is now in the service cf Gen. 
Wood.

Jn n e 20.--M ajor General 
Miles is a strenuous advocate of the dis­ 
patch of large reinforcem ents to Gen. 
Otis in the Philippines. 
General Miles 
declined to discuss the m ilitary situation 
in the Philippines other than to say th at 
it was serious, nor would he give any , 
idea of the num ber of troops he thought ; 
should now be sent to the Philippines to 
place the archipelago under American ; 
control 
General Miles as far back as April 
recommended th at ID of the regim ents 
which the president is authorised to j 
raise under the arm y reorganization 
law, be organized and sent to Manila. 
At th at tim e officers a t arm y beadqnar- j 
tors believed this force would be suftl- J 
d e n t to crush the rebellion. 
In view of 
the strength developed by the insurgents 
they are now so sanguine th a t IO regi- : 
ments are enough. 
There will be 15,700 j 
men in the IO regim ents, the advisabil­ 
ity of raising which the w ar departm ent 
is now considering, bnt well informed 
officers say th at the force of 50,000 men 
which G eneral Otis will have when re­ 
inforcem ents reach him w ill not be Buffi- ; 
cient. 
Besides the island of Luzon 
there are m any other islands in the 
archipelago in which this governm ent 
will have to restore peaoe and order and 
in the more im portant ones there are al­ 
ready organized bodies, prepared to re- 
sis occupation by American troops. 
General Mal c u b P. Miller, who recent­ 
ly arrived from the Philippines where ' 
he governed Iloilo, has been living here 
since his return. 
General Miller says
